Town could charge for dog park

Residents could face higher licensing fees for their dogs 
if councillors vote in favour of an off leash dog park. 

The suggestion of a “nominal” cost increase was put for¬ 
ward in a survey last month, as a way to fetch funds for 
maintaining a pooch park. 

Town council believes dog owners should help pay for 
staff mow ing the law n and making sure people pick up 
after their pets. 

“The simplest way to implement (user fees) would be to 
increase dog licensing fees...and the survey shows people 
wouldn’t mind that.” said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

Sixty-five per cent of respondents said they were pre¬ 
pared to help offset costs, while 35 per cent spoke against 
it. 

“I have no interest in using this park, so why should I, as 
a dog owner, have to pay?” said Cindy Crawford, a 
Didsbury resident. 

“If fees increase, I can see people not (licensing their 
dogs). I will think about not doing it.” 

Polls were mailed in 1,800 utility bills last October and 
posted online to gauge interest in an off leash park. 

Of the 1,800 mail-outs, 161 came back to the town 
office, while 113 were filled out online. 

The results show that .‘53 per cent of people are against 
a pooch park, with the main reason being that funding 
should be used on more important initiatives. 

Sixty-seven per cent are in favour of creating a canine 
common and gave the highest votes to placing it either 
northwest of Valarosa or on the hillside east of Memorial 
Park. 


Rhea McMane filled out the survey in favour of the park 
and doesn’t mind paying additional licensing fees to get it. 

The survey said it would only be a small increase from 
the current $10 paid in January or the $15 and $30 fee 
charged the rest of the year. 

“It’s worth it. This park is long overdue,” McMane said. 

“I just wish they’d offer better locations with something 
more central. I don’t want to walk my dog down to 
Valarosa and I am sure residents in Valarosa don't w ant a 
bunch of people trooping down there.” 

Councillors saw the results of the survey for the first 
time last Tuesday. They had asked for a poll last summer 
but administration wasn't able to design it until early this 
fall. 

Decisions about whether to build the park will come in 
the new year with further discussion on it January 12. 

Whatever the result, a mathematician from the 
University of Calgary said council shouldn’t put t oo much 
stock in this survey. It is not representative of the general 
public. 

“This is a volunteer survey...respondents are people 
who are strongly for or strongly against the- topic, so it 
ends up representing those 100 or 200 people rather than 
the whole population,” said Jim Stallard. professor in the 
mathematics and statistics department at the University 
of Calgary. 

1 In points out council should have made an effort to find 
out just how many dog owners filled (tut the survey. 

There were 939 canines licensed this year. 

As well the poll should have been a random sample of 
50 or 100 people instead of blanketing the population w ith 
online and mail surveys. Picking people randomly ensures 
accuracy, he said.

Albertans 
plan to curb 
holiday 
spending

Nineteen-year-old Dez Imbery-Steward is worried she 
won’t be able to afford many Christmas gifts for her 
toddler son this season. 

The single mother has always made the holiday spe¬ 
cial for her two-year-old, but with no job and few 
prospects, Steward will have to cut back on spending. 

“I have been looking like crazy for something so 1 can 
afford things like Christmas gifts,” she said. 

“But (businesses) are looking for people who have 
either more experience than I do or who can work full¬ 
time. I also have to take care of my son." 

Steward expects she will be cutting her costs by at 
least half this season. 

The funds she does have will go towards her only 
child, while family and friends will get holiday cards. 

She is not alone. 

More than half of Albertans will be curtailing 
Christmas spending this year and one in four are not 
buying gifts at all, according to the new monthly RBC 
Canadian Consumer Outlook Index, launched last 
week. 

The report, which measures Canadians’ perception of 
current economic conditions compared to three 
months ago, found 51 per cent of Albertans will make 
fewer holiday purchases this year compared to last 
year, while 23 per cent plan to forgo gifts altogether. 

The reason? 

One in three Albertans or 36 per cent are experienc¬ 
ing job anxiety - the highest level in the country. British 
Columbia and Ontario follow behind with 29 per cent. 

These numbers follow a Statistics Canada report that 
106 per cent more people were unemployed last 
October compared to a year ago. 

“1 think shopping has been put on pause because so 
much has been going on - unemployment, weather, 
MINI. People are hesitating about spending and I don’t 
blame them,” said Jennifer Dahl, owner of Gorgeous 
Gifts and Home Decor. 

She started her store on 19th Avenue last year and 
shoppers remained steady, while this year sales are 
sporadic and unpredictable. 

“I think though, that as Christmas approaches and 
things don’t seem as bad...they will spend." 

Cheryl Sword, owner of White Raven boutique 
agrees. 

The media is always all gloom and doom but it isn't 
always reflected in actual sales, she said. 

Last year, during the beginning of the recession, 
reports said people wouldn’t spend much for 
Christmas. As a result stores threw out “ridiculous" 
sales to encourage shoppers, Sword said. 

“It was unfortunate...we actually had good retail 
sales last season,” she said. 

“It’s hard to pul out a prediction but...we did well last 
year and this year...we are supposed to be on the 
upswing."

Three words come to 
mind for nine-year-old 
Teagan Christianson and 
her siblings when they 
think of their mom hear¬ 
ing the Olympic torch. 

Cool. Very cool. 

“We got to see mom 
with the torch...and we 
held it before she (ran) 
and it was all smooth." 
she said. 

Her sister, five-year-old 
Stacy gives a toothy grin 
and leans forward in her 
chair, “my favourite part 
was when mommy lighted 
the torch with someone 
else.” 

The four siblings were 
present in Bedeque, P.E.I. 
November 23, to watch 
their mom, Remi 
Christianson, 44, run her 
leg of the epic cross- 
Canada torch relay. 

She is one of 12,000 
select Canadians to carry 
the symbolic flame, 
which began its journey 
in Victoria on October 30. 

It arrived on the red soil 
of Prince Edward Island 
on November 21 and hit 
several landmarks as it 


made its way across the 
province, including Anne 
of Green Gables’ house in 
Cavendish and the 
Confederal ion Bridge. 

Chinese speed skater 
and five-time Olympic 
medalist, Yang Yang, and 
Olympian Heather Moyse 
carried the flame towards 
Bedeque, where Didsbury 
athlete, Christianson 
picked it up. 

“It was such an honour. 
1 got off this bus with my 
torch and everybody was 
waiting and cheering me 
on. Cameras were flash¬ 
ing and people wanted to 
take pictures with me...it 
was so different from 
what I’m used to," she 
said. 

“The best part was see¬ 
ing my family there...they 
were excited about it. My 
smile was big and so was 
theirs. This was an expe¬ 
rience that will probably 
never happen again.” 

Carrying the flame in 
P.E.I. wasn’t 

Christianson’s first 

choice. She had hoped for 
one of the 73 Albertan 
communities on the route 
when she applied to be 
one of the 4,500 torch- 


bearers picked by Coea- 
( ola 

Though this brought her 
back to her hometown, 
where friends and family 
could watch her run. 

On November 23, 17 
torchbearers from 

provinces like Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and 

Manitoba, lined up for 
their 300-metre stretch. 
Christianson w;is the very 
last to run in the relay. 

“It was over very fast, 
like three minutes,” she 
said. 

“But I can still remem¬ 
ber the sound of the 
Olympic flame lighting 
onto my torch. It was 
pretty special...at that 
time you are the only one 
holding this Olympic sym¬ 
bol.” 

Christianson, surround¬ 
ed by the R.c.M.P on all 
sides, completed her stint 
and put her flame in a 
hurricane lantern. It was 
driven away to the next 
town, Kinkora. 

“This was pretty major, 
especially being sports 
minded," she said. 

Christianson competed 
in the Canada Games for 
women’s field hockey and 


tried out for the national 
team. She was close, but 
not close enough, she 
said. 

In the next month, 
another Coca-Cola pick 


will be carrying the 
flame. 

Didsbury resident 
Harley Dickinson, 60, will 
help bring the torch from 
Kelowna to Osoyoos on 


January 25. 

The Royal Bank of 
Canada and VANOC, the 
Olympic organizing com¬ 
mittee picked the remain¬ 
ing 7,500 candidates.

ing fines to any driver who 
swings into a stall from 
the opposite side of the 
street. 

The penalty is $172. 

“It’s illegal and it’s caus¬ 
ing accidents in our down¬ 
town core,” Sutherland 
said. 

“My predecessor and I 
have done education 
about it, we’ve done warn¬ 
ings...now is the time to 
start laying charges." 

The peace officer used 
lo hand oul tickets of ille¬ 
gal U-turns to people who 


crossed the solid line to 
park, with a fine of $115. 

The charges flopped 
when challenged in court 
last month, after the 
Crown pointed out people 
weren’t actually making a 
complete 180-degree turn. 
As a result, Sutherland 
will instead ticket for dis¬ 
obeying a traffic control 
device, a penalty of $172. 

He also plans to hand 
out tickets more frequent¬ 
ly to break drivers of the 
habit. 

“People have brought it 


to my attention that this 
needs to be addressed so 
it will be,” he said. 

“Our downtown is rela¬ 
tively tame because peo¬ 
ple just putt through, but 
when we do get an acci¬ 
dent, it’s usually because 
people are crossing the 
solid line to park." 

Drivers backing out of a 
parking space on 20th 
Street usually look south, 
not north, because traffic 
is only supposed to come 
one way. So when some¬ 
one decides to swing in 


from the north, the two 
vehicles can collide. 

Sutherland has also 
asked Alberta’s Solicitor 
General to consider 
amending the Traffic 
Safety Act to include a 
specific offence for swing¬ 
ing into a space from the 
wrong side of the road. 

“This is not only an 
issue here, I have seen it 
in Olds, Sundre and 
Drumheller. 
Unfortunately no one has 
written it into the Traffic 
Safety Act yet.

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School deli could close 


Didsbury High struggles to find funding

The breakfast and lunch program at the Dragon's 
Deli Cafe could wrap up next year if administrators fail 
to find funding. 

Katey Diamond, 1(>, has her fingers crossed that 
won’t happen. 

“1 can't even imagine not having a cafeteria in our 
school...we get work experience there and the food is 
really good." 

Diamond works her lunch hours at the Didsbury 
High School deli, serving up salads and stir-fry to hun¬ 
gry students. The experience looks great on her 
resume, she said. 

For the last four years, students have been able to 
work and eat at the small cafeteria. 

Breakfast - a toast or bagel - is by donation and 
geared towards giving students a healthy morning 
start, while lunches are $5. 

When the cafeteria first opened, it was hoped the 
outfit would make enough money from lunch sales to 
be self-sustaining, but with a declining student body it 
had to turn to school revenue. 

Not anymore. 

The school is faced with its own budget problems. 

Alberta offers approximately $4,500 for each student 
enrolled in a full course load, so with enrolment down 
10 per cent since 2000, the school has lost thousands. 

Administrators have also been told to expect target¬ 
ed cuts by the province next year. 

"There could be cuts in 2010/2011, so the govern¬ 
ment told us to reduce our deficit .. .that means cutting 
back on financing some things,” said principal (iarth 


Dagg. 

The deli is not the oidy service changing. Sport 
teams are now expected to be self-sufficient, with the 
money for transportation and tournaments coming out 
of athletes’ pockets. The school also no longer funds 
transport for field trips. 

“It’s unfortunate...but we have to keep money as 
close to students as possible and let go of things that 
have the least effect on students and teachers,” Dagg 
said. 

The lunch and breakfast 
program is still considered 
valuable to school employ¬ 
ees, who will be trying to 
draw funds from corporate 
sponsors and service clubs 
to keep it going. It needs 
$20,000, which will go 
towards paying the cook’s 
annual wage. Students 
largely cover the cost of 
food. 

“We will look as hard as 
we can and use whatever we 
Student g et to run the program as 
long as possible...but if we 
get nothing we will shut the doors to the kitchen, Feb 
1 .” 

And that would be a shame, said student Cody 
Edinger, 15. 

“The food is amazing. I would miss the taco salad, 
ginger beef and pizza,” he said. 

“I actually think a lot of people would miss it, espe¬ 
cially in the winter. It gets really busy then.”

Expand seizure law 

I)AN SINGLETON 

A new provincial law that allows police ;m<| the courts to 
take away the ill-gotten gains of criminals has brought in 
more lh;ut $11 million worth of property in its first year of 
operation. 

Under the Victims Restitution and Compensation Payment 
Act, re;il estate, ears, cash ;uui other items have l>een taken 
out of the hands of crooks and placed at the disposal of 
groups that compensate identifiable victims and organiza¬ 
tions that support victims. 

The change is good news for law-abiding Albertans and 
had news for organized crime. 

The law allows the Civil Forfeiture Office to ask the court 
to seize property acquired illegally, as well as property used 
to carry out illegal acts. 

For example, the courts have Ihh'u able to seize vehicles 
used by drug dealers and traffickers - to date, 59 vehicles tied 
to the dmg trade have been removed from Alberta commu¬ 
nities, including 41 in Edmonton. 

Tlie Stelmaeh government should lie applauded for this 
new law’, which promises to make life a lot tougher for crim¬ 
inals already in Alberta and (host* thinking of sotting up shop 
here. 

Now the provincial government should take the new poli¬ 
cy one step further, expanding it to include drunk drivers. 

If the police were allowed to seize and sell the vehicles of 
people convicted of driving drunk, it would create a very 
large deterrent to anyone considering getting behind the 
wheel while impaired. That, in turn, would make everyone 
safer. 

And, of course, with thousands and thousands of drunk 
driving convictions every year it could also generate a finan¬ 
cial windfall of the first order for organizations such as 
Mothers Against Drunk Driving.

Registry useless 

(Re: Editorial "Gun lair debate far from over" by Dan 
Singleton, 17 Nov. 2009). 

First of all it is important that iteople are aware that Bill C- 
391 only covers the elimination of the long-gun registry, the 
restricted (handgun) registry would remain intact. 

Mr. Singleton asks: "Why haven't they (Conservatives) 
tabled a government sponsored bill - as opposed to a private 
member’s bill - calling for the registry to lx* abolished?" 
Answer Because with a government sponsored hill all MBs 
must vote the patty line and by doing so the bill would have 
l»een defeated. 

With a private member’s bill, the Conservative, 1 iberal and 
NDB parties allow their MBs to vote as they please and sub¬ 
sequently the bill passed, indicating that more MBS support 
the abolishment of tile long-gun registry than those who do 
not. Also keep in mind that the Bloc was not allowed a free 
vote on tliis issue and they voted against the bill. 

Mr. Singleton also asks the question: 'What exactly do they 
plan to do to replace the registry so the police will be able to 
access gun possession information they need when respond¬ 
ing to dangerous situations such as domestic violence calls?" 
Answer Every legal gun owner in Canada must have a 
Bossession and Acquisition Licence (B.A.L.). The police only 
have to check to see if the person of interest has been issued 
a B.AL. and, if so, then it is almost 100 per cent certain that, 
that person has access to firearms. The police do not need a 
long-gun registry to obtain that information. 

Anti-giui people are always stating that the police make 
upwards of 9,000 hits per day on the glut registry, therefore 
we must need it. However, the vast majority of queries made 
by the police whether it is just for a phone number or an 
address, will automatically register as a hit on the gun reg¬ 
istry, even though no gun registry information was specifical¬ 
ly requested. This of course results in providing the anti-gun 
group with faLse statistics. 

My jicrsonaJ position on this matter is that the useless 
long-gun registry In- abolished and that the funding go direct¬ 
ly to front line policing.

A Christmas wish for 


Canadian

Christmas season is upon us and people all over 
Canada are sending Santa their wish lists. We in The 
Canadian Taxpayers Federation (CTF) released our 
wish list recently. We asked the government for a 
deficit action plan to balance the budget over three 
years. This would be a gift to taxpayers that would 
keep on giving as it would head off inevitable tax hikes 
that will be forced upon Canadians if our federal debt 
grows to record levels as planned. 

Canada's federal debt has once again climbed past 
the $500 billion mark. According to the Economist 
Intelligence Unit, Canada’s total public indebtedness 
has surpassed $1.1 trillion; ranking 22nd out of the 30 
OECD countries for total public per capita indebted¬ 
ness. 

With ramped up spending on so-called ‘stimulus’ 
programs in 2009-10, the federal deficit is projected to 
be a record $55.9 billion, or $1,651 per Canadian. By 
2014-15 another $170 billion is projected to be added 
to the debt burden. This new debt alone will cost 
$10,228 per taxpayer. 

Fortunately, the federal government has a spending 
problem, not a revenue problem. Fortunate because 
it’s fairly easy to fix. Brogram spending has skyrocket¬ 
ed by almost 60 per cent in only six years. This over¬ 
spending is unsustainable and must be reined in. 
Given how much the government has spent in the last 
decade, if increased government spending created 
jobs, every Canadian would have two. 

The federal government projects that in 2014-15 it 
will continue to run deficits. Crime Minister Harper 
has stated he will neither raise taxes nor reduce 
spending in an effort to balance the budget. His 
approach only gets it half right, taxes need not rise. 
However, this do-nothing approach will saddle the 
nation with deficits in perpetuity. The Carliamentary 


taxpayers 

Budget Office (BBO) projects that by 2013-14 the 
deficit will still be as high as $1!) billion and that 
action will be required to balance the budget. 

Without any real plan to rein in spending, these 
structural deficits will remain a plague on the nation’s 
finances. A proactive plan to beat back the tide of red 
ink is needed, or else Canada may soon face a crisis as 
it did in the early 1990s. 

It is for this reason that the CTF is calling on the fed¬ 
eral government to implement a deficit action plan to 
balance the budget over three years. 

The CTF’s Deficit Action Clan would reduce spend¬ 
ing modestly; by only 10 per cent from current levels, 
returning it to 2008-09 levels. This would amount to a 
net $28 billion reduction over three years. Reductions 
would come from the following areas: ending one-time 
stimulus spending; ending regional development; elim¬ 
inating corporate welfare subsidies; a 30 per cent 
reduction in provincial equalization; a five per cent 
reduction in most departmental operating budgets; 
and ending and privatizing some crown corporations. 

Aside from these substantive reductions, political 
leadership also would be required. Boliticians must 
lead by example if they are going to demand that oth¬ 
ers tighten their belts. To do this they should freeze 
their MB pay; reduce MB and committee travel and 
expense budgets; eliminate political subsidies; and, 
disclose in detail all MBs’ office, committee and 
Barliamentary Associations’ spending. 

Borrowing money to continue deficit spending will 
only burden current and future generations and leave 
lumps of coal through tax hikes instead of presents of 
lax relief. Balancing the budget can only happen with 
strong political will in Ottawa. Let’s hope Santa leaves 
some political courage under our MBs’ trees this 
Christmas.

The undefeated junior boys basketball team has 
made the move to seniors this year with high expecta¬ 
tions and designs on provincials. 

The young Dragons have played together for the last 
four years becoming unbeatable for league-play in the 
last two. They came in second for zones in 200N and 
won zones by 40 points in 2000. 

“This is a close-knit group of players who keep get¬ 
ting better...there’s no doubt about that,” said Coach 
Jeff Johnson. 

He’s coached them from the start, hot-housing talent 
for this year’s senior season. 

It will be the first time his team will have a chance at 
provincials and the group is both excited and confi¬ 
dent they’ll gel the opportunity to compete. 

“This is a young team, most of them are in Grade 11, 
so I’m sure there’ll be some bumps along the 1 way, hut 
it’s possible we could do well in zones this year and 
move on to provincials,” Johnson said. 

Playing provincials will give the team the lay of the 
courts for the following season, when they will host 
the Alberta championships. They plan to secure top 
title in the 2011 game. 

“Hosting it gives us an automatic berth into provin¬ 
cials, although 1 expect we would have won our way in 
there anyways,” said Johnson. 

This weekend and a year before 2011 provincials, the 
young Dragons will practice as hosts for the senior 
boys’ and girls’ tournament, December 11 and 12. 

Johnson will be relying on offensive contribution 
from post James Lefebvre and point and shooting 
guard Keifer Paulgaard. 

Forward Tyson Newton is also a strong presence at 
the offensive end, but is out with an injury for the sea¬ 
son start. 

Stock will also be put in post Nathan Tucker, Mark 
Dueck and forward Braden Overwater to provide solid 
defense against advancing teams from St. Joseph High 
School, Hugh Sutherland and Bearspaw Christian. 

There is one returning veteran, point guard Nolan 
Mclnnis, who will be taking on a co-captain position 
with Keifer Paulgaard this season. 

“Yeah, we are definitely ready for this,” he said of the 
tournament. 

“We have some good competitive teams coming that 
will help us out with our season; show us where we 
stack up compared to everyone else and what we need 
to work on,” Mclnnis said. 

The otdy disadvantage to this team could be the 
youth of the senior rookies, but if they are as talented 
as they’re supposed to be, it’ll be a challenge soon sur¬ 
passed, he said.

Helen May Archer, known to all as ‘May’, went 
home to be with the Lord Nov. 25th, 1:15 pm, at 
the age of 102 years, in the Sundre Hospital, 
Sundre, Alberta. 

May was born to Jack and Annie Weir on 
February 7, 1907, near Bowden, Alberta. She was 
the only daughter and eldest of four children. 
May attended public school in Olds, Alberta. 
Later she graduated from normal school in 
Calgary. She taught for only 2 years before she 
met Maxwell Eby Archer, a young farmer from 
east of Didsbury. Max and May were married on 
December 4th. 1927. Three sons and one daugh¬ 
ter were born to them. Jack, (Marion), Paul 
(Florence), Willard (Elsie), and Helen. Gerry 
Madoche Atkin later became a part of the family. 
May took much delight in her nine grandchildren, 
seventeen great grandchildren, and nine great 
great grandchildren. 

May was predeceased by her beloved husband. 
Max, and her middle son, Paul Murray, as well as 
Pauls wife, Florence. May was blessed with a 
keen intellect. She was well read and scholarly, 
with a phenomenal memory. Her many interests 
included missions, world events, traveling and 
politics. She liked to listen to ‘Question Period’ 
and parliamentary debates. She had definite 
opinions about every issue and she maintained 
this interest to the end. She always expressed her¬ 
self eloquently and well. May was a follower of 
Jesus Christ. She was a staunch Christian and a 
member of the Mountain View Missionary 
Church. She served faithfully as a Sunday school 
teacher and as secretary treasurer of the church, 
during her years there. In 1989, nearly nine years 
after Max died, she moved away from the farm, 
into her new house in Sundre. One of May’s 
greatest pleasures was her garden. Growing green 
things was both a science and a passion to her. 
Inside the home, she nurtured literally hundreds 
of species of African violets. May continued liv¬ 
ing in her own home in Sundre until she broke her 
hip a few weeks ago. 

As May’s children, we want to offer heartfelt 
thanks to Dr. Michelle Warren, who went out of 
her way to make many home visits. We are so 
grateful to the kind staff of Sundre Hospital, 
where our mother spent her last days, and to Val 
Sarsons, who gave Mother such tender care in her 
own home for the past five years. 

May’s ashes were buried with her husband. Max, 
on Dec 1st in the Didsbury Cemetery. A 
Memorial Service was held at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary Church in Didsbury on 
December 1st, 2009, at 1pm.
